CHILD PLAYING 
WITH PISTOL KILLS 
FOSTER MOTHER 


Nine-Year-Old Grace Ber- 
ger Fatally Shoots Miss 
Anna Schwille, a Nurse, 


at Friend’s Home. 


Miss Anna Schwille, whose skill- 
ful nursing and tender care pre- 
served the life, nine years ago, 
of an infant girl whom she later 
met her death yesterday 
at the ‘ands of her foster-daugh- 
ter, when the child accidentally 
discharged a revolver she had 
found at play. 

The child, Grace Berger, was in 
seclusion today at her home, 1396 
Union boulevard, tearfully awaiting 
tomorrow's inquest. 

Miss Schwille, who was more 
than 50 years old, was graduated 
as a nurse about 20 years ago from 
St. Ann’s Maternity Hospital at 
Page and Union boulevards, She 
continued to work and live there. 
“A-.spliendid and skillful nurse,” 
physicians said. She was not known 
to have relatives and her life was 
rather lonely. 

Nursed Baby to Health. 

Then nine years ago Grace was 
born. She 


to live, bit she did, with the aid 


of an incubator and Miss Schwille’s | 


tender care. Nurse Schwille be- 
came wiinched to Grace and, with 
the mother’s consent, obtained 
adoption papers. For several years 
Grace made her home with her 
foster mother at the hospital, 
where the girl was .egarded as a 
mascot by the whole staff. 
Miss Schwille sent her to <chool 
and shared rooms with her at the 
Union boulevard address. 

Yesterday afternoon Miss 
Schwille and Grace visited friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Callaghan, 
475 North Twenty-fourth ~ street, 
East St. Louis. 

When they arrived all members 
of the family but Callaghan were 
away. He talked with them a few 
minutes and then went into an- 
other room. In his absence, Grace 
picked up from a stand a revolver 
which he used in his work 4s 
watchman at the National Stock- 
yaras. 

Points Pistol in Fun. 

Playfully Grace pointed the 
weapon, a strange toy to her, at 
her foster mother, seated in 4a 
rocking chair. Before Miss Schwille 
could take the weapon away, it 
was accidentally discharged, a bul- 
let passing through her heart caus- 
ing instant death. 

Pending the inquest, 
Boyne turned Grace over to 
David E. Keefe, East St. Louis 
attorney, making it unnecessary 
for the child to go to jail, as is 
the custom in homicide cases. 
Keefe placed Grace in care.of her 
landlady at the Union boulevard 
address. Not until several hours 
later did Grace realize she had 
killed the best friend she ever 
had, nurse Schwille.

A manslaughter war- 
rant was issued against him, but 
withdrawn for lack of positive 
identification. 

However, police had noticed Ol- 
dani’'s “1929” license plates were 
really old 1928 plates which had 
been repainted and altered—a vi- 
olation of the law.

WOMAN, 70, SLAIN 
FOR A WITGH BY 
KALAMAZOO PAIR 


Man and Wife Admit Kill- 


ing Inmate of Home for 
the Aged for ‘‘Casting 
Spell” Over Family. 


By the Associated Press. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., July 19.— 
Eugene Burgess, his wife and their 
son and daughter are in jail while 
police investigate what they say 
has all the appearances of a witch- 
craft murder. The mutilated body 
of Mrs. Etta L. Fairchilds, 75-year- 
old inmate of a home for the aged, 
was found in a cistern last night. 

Burgess is said to have con- 
fessed he killed Mrs. Fairchilds 
with a lead pipe and a hammer be- 
cause she had “an evil mental 
influence’’ over his family and 
“could kill people through her 
mental process.” He charged that 
Mrs. Fairchilds in this way had 
brought about the death of his 
mother two years ago and that of 
her husband 15 years ago. 

Mrs. Burgess also sought to take 
responsibility for the killing. She 
joined her husband in saying the 
aged woman “had an evil mental 
influence or had cast a spell over 
the entire Burgess family.” 

The killing occurred in the Bur- 
gess home where Mrs. Fairchilds 
visited yesterday afternoon. Fear 
that the woman might exert her 
“influence” on their 17-year-old 


daughter, Eugenia, seemingly un- 
balanced both Burgess and his 
wife. 


When Mrs. Fairchilds arrived she 
said she would await the return 
of the girl, who was visiting a 
friend. Eugenia returned about 7 
o'clock but was immediately sent 
to a neighbor's home. 

According to Burgess, Mrs. Fair- 
childs was seated at the table for 
dinner when he struck her. 

“I walked up behind her with a 
lead pipe in one hand and a ham- 
mer in the other,” he said. “I hit 
her once and she feil forward on 
the table. Then I dragged her to 
the living room and finished the 


0} job.” 


Mrs. Burgess said that Mrs. Fair- 
child showed her “a long list of 
her ‘victims,’ ” as well as a number 
of names of men, women and chil- 
dren who she said were her intend- 
ed “victims.” Several names were 
given to police, but all those named 
have died c natural causes.

CAPITAL SWEPT BY FIRE 
Flames, Fanned by High Wind, 
Out of Control, Constanfino- 
ple Keport Says. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 13.— 
A large part of the city of Angora, 
Turkish capital, was swept by 
fire today. Flames broke out at 
2 a. m. and, fanned by a strong 
wind, spread rapidly.

Citing the Kellogg peace pact, 
to which Russia is signatory, Jan 
Rudzutak, who in the absence of 
Alexei Rykoff, is acting head of 
the Government, said Russia 
thought the Kellogg pact more 
precious than the 85,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 lost through the 
recent seizure of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway and the suspen- 
sion of trade relations with China. 

Rudzutak, vice president of the 
Council of Commissars of the U. 
S. 8S. R. and commissar for com- 
munications, is acting president of 
the council.

Reminded of Kellogg 

Pact by Stimson 
By ths Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Secre- 
tary of State Stimson has called to 
the attention of both the Soviet 
and Chinese Governments the fact 
that they are signatories of the 
Kellogg anti-war treaty, in connec- 
tion with reported threats of war 
between the two countries. 

French Ambassador Claudel 
called at the State Department 
yesterday and it is presumed in 
diplomatic circles that Stimson 
communicated to him for trans- 
mission through his government to 
the Soviet the suggestion that they 
should abide by the renunciation 
of war doctrine which wag adopted 
as a national policy by Russia 
with adherence to the Kellogg 
pact. 

Chinese Minister Wu received a 
similar suggestion from Stimson, 

While the State Department is 
without. authoritative information 
on the underlying causes of the 
dispute between China and Russia 
over the seizure by China of the 
Chinese Eastern Ratiroad, Stimson 
on the basis of the press reports 
feels the entire matter can be set- 
tled without resort to hostilities. 

In his steps to avoid hostilities 
in the Far East, Secretary Stimson 
enlisted the ald of Japan, Great 
Britain and France. Besides con- 
ferring yesterday with Claudel, 
Stimson talked at length with Jap- 
anese Ambassador Debuchi, S8ir 
Esme Howard, the British Ambas- 
sador, also has conferred with the 
Secretary on the situation. 

Under the terms of the four- 
power treaty concerning the Pa- 
cific signed in Washington in 1921, 
the United States, Great Britain, 
Japan and France are obligated to 
eonfer and consult with one an- 
other on any threat to peace in 
the Pacific and particularly re- 
guarding a threat to their posses- 
sions. Stimson went beyond this, 
however, and took steps to call to 
the attention of the two govern- 
ments their adherence to the Kel- 
logg treaties for the renunciation 
of war. 

“Russia has from the time she 
signed the Kellogg pact recognized 
its binding force,” Borah declared. 
“She was the first nation and long 
before the pact had been ratified 
by leading nations to propose to 
put it into practical effect with 
reference to her affairs with Po- 
land. And from the beginning of 
this present controversy with 
China she has called attention te 
the Kellogg pact and recognised 
her obligations under it. If the 
preas dispatches are correct, Hus- 
sia officially declared that there 
would be no war and again called 
attention to the Kellogg pact. 

“I hope, and I believe, as I said 
some days ago, that the contro- 
very will be adjusted.”

HEAVY LAKE-FRONT 
DAMAGE DONE BY 
GALE AT GnlCAul 


Waves Sweep Over Streets, 
Ruin Beaches, Batter 


Boats and Break Windows 
in Apartment Building. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—A furious 
gale lashed Lake Michigan yester- 
day and early todey, causing thou- 
sands of dollars loss in lake front 
damage. Waves. battered apart- 


ment buildings, tore craft from 
moorings, and swept over streets, 
beaches and parks, 

Mariners described the storm as 
the worst in 20 years. Excursion 
steamers and _ freighters fought 
their way with difficulty through 
the waters. Most of them docked 
an hour or more lage. 

The storm started shortly after 
noon when a strong northeast wind 
swept over the lake. An hour later 
many lake front streets were awash 
and coast guard crews were kept 
busy answering distress signals. 
The sun shone brightly throughout 
the day. 

Repairs recently made to shore 
property damaged in the severe 
spring storms were in many cases 
swept away. Several small bath- 
ing beaches were obliterated. A 
large portion of the sand fill ex- 
tending from ‘Twelfth street to 
Fifty-first street for the site of 
the world’s fair in 1933 was car- 
ried back into the lake. Motor- 
ists in South Shore drive were re- 
routed when waves dashed over 
the seawall at Sixty-seventh street. 
inundating the thoroughfares and 
part of Jackson Park. 

On the North §&Side, Sheridan 
road was blocked through Lincoln 
Park and Evanston. : 

Two North Side apartment build- 
ings were seriously threatened. 
Waves shattered windows in the 
lower floors of one, while water 
stood two feet deep in the en- 
trance of the other. 

Evanston coast guard men 
worked through the night to pro- 
tect their station with sandbags. 

The steamer Columbus returned 

an hour late last night from an 
excursion to Milwaukee, where ap- 
proximately one-fourth of its 2000 
passengers had disembarked be- 
cause of the high seas and returned 
to Chicago by rail. “Most of the 
other passengers were ill when the 
steamer docked on the return trip.

A sinister gallows and a business- 
like pair of stocks—the kind they 
once put scolds and gossips in— 
soon will adorn the newly’ incor- 
porated village of Huntleigh, St. 
Louls County, the community 
grouped about the Bridlespur Club 
and of which Edward L. Bakewell 
is the Mayor and Adalbert von 
Gontard, nephew of August A. 
Busch, the Town Marshal. | 

It is not expected that the gal- 
lows or the stocks ever will be 
pressed into punitive: service, trus- 
tees of the village, which wil] fos- 
ter fox hunting and _ equestrian 
sports, explained yesterday. 

Although it will be equipped with 
a pair of “atmosphere” stocks. 
Huntleigh still will lack a village 
jail. But the trustees of Huntleigh 
are confident that it does not reed. 
and will not need, a village jail. 
only one ordinance, to date, has 
been drafted. This prohibits the 


shooting of doves within the vil- 
lage boundaries. Several pairs of 
doves have beer imported for 


breeding purposes. They are pro- 
tected by the State, as well as by 
the village laws. 

To Be Made of Old Boards. 

The stocks and gallows will be 
modeled on authentic early Ameri- 
can relics, which did service in 
buccaneering days in Massachu- 
Setts. They wil] be built of boards 
taken from the ruins of an eight- 
eenth-century trading post on 
Bakewell’s property. When tha 
Bridlespur Club holds a_ steeple- 
chase, the stocks may be used as 
jumps for hunters. 

The most recent village incorpo- 
rated in St. Louis County, Hunt- 
leigh, is planned by its founders as 
a gardened area of high-type homes 


which also will be an ideal com- 
munity for sportsmen. The Bridle- 
srur Club, with its registered pack 
of hounds, will hold several fox 
hunts when the season opens Oct. 
1. It also is planned to give at 
least three steeplechases, or point- 
to-point raccs. over a two-mile 
ccurse, next autumn, 

Post-and-rail fences, suitable for 
jumping, are being laid over a four- 
mile equestrian path. A number 
of special jumps also have been 
built. An artificial lake on Bake- 
well’s property has been stocked 
with ducks and geese and a second 
lake is to be constructed between 
von Gontard’s home and a house 


now being put up for Percy A. 
Orthwein. A _ trap-shooting lodge 
has been installed on the club 
grounds. 


Club Building Is Town Hall. 

The Bakewell private chapel has 
been turned over to Huntleigh by 
Mrs. Edward L. Bakewell for com- 
munity use.

ONE PILOT KILLED 


Co-Pilot Is Thrown. Out 
When Craft Dives Out of 


Control — Escapes by 
_ Using His Parachute.

| DES MOINES, Ia. July 19.— 


| Ross Arnold, pilot of the endurance 
| monoplane Greater Des Moines, 
‘was killed late yesterday when the 
plane crashed nine miles southeast 
of here. The crash followed an at- 
tempt at a test refueling prepara- 
tory to starting an endurance flight 
today. Charles Gatschet, co-pilot, 
was thrown from the plane but 
landed safely with a parachute. 

The plane was flying directly be- 
low its refueling ship, the Miss 
Sioux City, piloted by Arnold’s 
brother, Amon, and Jimmy Bar 
wick. The Greater Des Moines sud- 
denly went into a dive, completely 
out of control. 

Gatschet and Arnold were both 
in the rear cockpit, which is 
equipped with dual controls. Gats- 
chet said he attempted in vain to 
pull the nose of the ship up. Then 
he was tossed from his seat into 
tre air. He said he did not know 


what became of Arnold. 
One report said that Arnold, too, 


was thrown from the ship, but oth- 
er witnesses declared he attempted 
to right it. The position of the 
body a few feet from the wrecked 
craft bore out the latter version, 
that he probably was unable to 
jump, or thought he could regain 
control. 

The plane dove from a height of 
3000 feet, plunged into a group 
of trees and dropped into a wooded 
ravine.

The site question appears to be 
nearer settlement now than ever 
before. The Board of Aldermen 
has designated a site at Goode 
avenue and Whittier street, in a 
Negro district, and a condemna- 
tion commission has been named. 
However, champions of a site ad- 
joining the City Hospital have not 
been silenced. Hospital Commis- 
sioner Lohr, in his annual institu- 
tional report, issued this week, still 
urges this site. 
Conditions at the present Negro 
| hospital are described by Dr. Fred 
K. Slaughter, superintendent, in 
his annual report to Dr. Lohr, The 
treatment-of tubercular patients, 
he pointed out, is a particularly 
acute problem with little chance 
for improvement under present 
conditions. 
“Tuberculosis Treatment Delayed.” 
“There is a lack of available 
beds, especially for female tuber- 
cular patients, but it is doubtful if 
the addition of a few beds would 
clear the situation because there 
are far too many on the outside 
suffering with the disease to be 
accommodated no matter how 
much we enlarge our bed capacity,” 
Dr. Slaughter remarked. ‘The 
death rate among our patierts is 
appalling because they wait too 
long before they go for treatment. 
Prevention seems to be our only 
hope of ever reducing the malady. 
“There has been a large increase 
in the number of children treated 
at this institution and because of 
the limited space available for 
them it has been quite a problem. 
At times we have been forced to 
} place them in general wards sub- 
jecting them to bad influences. 
There are no recreation rooms and 
no rooms “or the isolation. of 
suspicious cases but we are doing 
the best we can under the circum- 
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stances.”’ 
Dr. Slaughter pointed out that a 
fireman is stationed at the hos- 
pital at all times because of the 
fire hazard, asserting that every 
effort has ‘een made to enforce 
a rigid no-smoking rule among 
patients and employes. The upper 
sections of two fire escapes are 
unsafe and should be repaired, he 
says, and additional fire escapes 
are needed. The elevator is de- 
scribed as ‘‘a menace to the safety 
of patients and occupants.” 


“Homeless Offer Problem.” 
“One of our greatest problems 
this year,’’ the report said, ‘has 
been with the aged, the infirm 
and the homeless. There have 
been quite a few men with in- 
curable diseases between the ages 
of 35 and 60, too young for the 
Infirmary. There is no provision 
for this type of case, and we can- 
not keep them here. 
“The Bureau of Homeless Men 
will not take over men who need 
medical attention. There is no pro- 
vision at all for homeless women 
other than at the City Infirmary. 
We have at times had to take in 
homeless women, not because they 
were sick, but because they had no 
place to go nor any one to help 
them.” 
Commissioner Lohr, in his gen- 
eral report, dismissed the Negro 
hospital with brief comment, prais- 
ing the physicians and nurses for 
“splendid service to the sick and 
afflicted of the colored _ race.” 
“As a matter of fact,”’ he said, “it 
is really surprising to find such a 
high standard of professional work 
under conditions which are such 
a definite handicap to one’s effort. 
“The only solution to the prob- 
lem of the inadéquacy of the pres- 
ent hospital for Negroes is the 
erection of the new hospital out 
of the funds provided by the bond 
issue. This hospital would have 
been built long ago and would be 
in operation by this time had it/ 
not been for a difference of opin- 
ion between various. interested 
groups as to the proper site. 
Favors City Hospital Site. 
“T am of the opinion that the 
logical location is adjacent to the 
present City Hospital group, if only 
for the reason that the amount set 
aside would prove inadequate for 
a hospital of the proper size if 
service facilities such as kitchen, 
power plant, laboratory and radiol- 
ogy department have to be pro- 
vided for. If the City Hospital 
location is chosen, these facilities 
are already available and all of the 
money appropriated may be used 
for the new hospital and its equip- 
ment proper.” 
The City Hospital for Negroes 
averaged 262 patients a day during 
the year ended April 10, last, 
against 250 during the previous 
year. The per capita dost was 
$1.91 a day, an increase of 4 cents.

July 19.—The prohibition act of 
the Canadian province of Prince 
Edward Island was decisively in- 
dorsed by a plebiscite yesterday 
at which voters were asked to deé- 
cide its retention or substitution 
of Government sale of liquor. Be- 
fore all the returns were in it was 


conceded prohibition had won ‘uy 
a large majerity. There was @ 
general lack of interest in the bal- 
loting. 
Approximately 17,000 electors 
cast their ballots, about 50 per 
cent of the vote polled in the gen- 
eral provincial election of 1927, 
when the Conservative Government 
of J. D. Stewart, advocating Gov- 
ernment control of the sale of liq- 
uor, was overwhelmingly defeated 
by the Liberal party of Premier 
A. C. Saunders, who promised sin- 
cere enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion act and a plebiscite in 1929 
free from any political tinge. 
Voting in Charlottetown and vi- 
cinity resulted in a majority of 218 
for Government control, the to- 
tals being 1417 to 1199. Only a 
third of the electorate here went 
to the polls, and the women’s vote 
was an important factor. There 
were prohibition majorities in all 
three counties, Kings, Queens and 
Prince, : 
The two questions submitted to 
the electorate were: 
1. Are you in favor of the pro- 
hibition act as now the law in this 
province? 
2. Are you in favor of the sale 
of alcoholic liquors under a Gov- 
ernment control act? 
The. result of the plebiscite was 
awaited with particular interest in 
Nova Scotia, only other Canadian 
province not operating a system of 
Government control. A similar 
plebiscite will be held in Nova 
Scotia this year.

Committee of Boards of Su- 
pervisors Says Data on 
75,000 Pieces of Property 


Is Necessary. 


REPORT COVERS 
NINE DISTRICTS 


Engineering Plans Complet- 
ed in Webster Groves and 
Lemay Ferry Areas — 


Other Work Rushed. 


Problems involed in laying out 


the proposed co-ordinated system 
of sewers in nine districts in sub- 
.urban St. Louis County are con- 
tained in the review made public 
yesterday by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the independent boards 
of supervisors of the districts. 
About 75,000 pieces of property 
are in the various districts, the 
and complete in- 


formation must be obtained con- 
cerning each one, including the 
name and address of the owner, 
legal description of the property 
and its exact size and location, de- 
scription of improvements, assessed 
valuation and present estimated 
value. This date will form a guide 
for equitable assessment of bene- 
fits and damages. 

In addition, a vast amount of 
engineering data of strict accur- 
acy must be prepared, says the 
review. In the future, it is pointed 
out, finding a sewer underground 
must not like be _ following a 
pirate’s rude chart to a chest of 
buried gold, but it must be possi- 
ble to dig at a given spot know- 
ing the line is underneath. 

“Many perplexing engineering 


review relates, 


presented themselves as the work 
has proceeded, Some of the areas 
of the county districts adjoining 
the boundaries of St. Louis are 
highly developed suburbs, present- 
ing: problems of both sanitary and 
storm water drainage. Many fac- 
eors have entered into the tech- 
nical engineering studies required 
in order to work out a plan to meet 
the requirements of the. areas 
served. The various surveys, maps, 
profile sheets and other records by 


which the plans will finally be con- 
summated are comparable with the 
records of the city of St. Louis in 
the development of the city’s s¢wer 
program. 

Existing Sewers. 

“The engineering surveys had to 
determine what existing sewers 
could be incorporated:in the pro- 
posed sewer plan. Wherever pos- 
sible existing sewers are to be used 
in order to Keep the cost at the 
lowest possible figure. Careful 


ceauienenmeenanamemeeen 


assessment of benefits and dam- 


consideration had to be given to 
co-ordinating the proposed system 
with the sewer program of the city, 
because the main outlets for some 
of the districts must connect with 
St. Louis sewers. In planning the 
main trunk lines consideration had 
to be given to the future needs of 
the county and the probable devel- 
opment of certain territories, Prob- 
able street locations in undeveloped 
communities also had to be taken 
into account, 

“All of this work has consumed 
considerable time, owing to the ab- 
solute accuracy demanded and the 
immense amount of detail. A re- 
view of the progress which has 
been made by the engineers in 
working out sewer plans in the 
various districts shows that in the 
Webster Groves and Lemay Ferry 
districts the engineering plans are 
completed and ready to be sub- 
mitted to the respective boards, 

“In the central district the plans 
are 95 per cent complete; in the 
Overland district, 80 per cent com- 
plete, and in the Jennings district, 
60 per cent complete. In the Well- 
ston and St. Ferdinand districts, 
which only recently have been or- 
ganized, the surveys are now being 
made, and work on the sewer plang 
will begin as soon as possible after

two districts represent 35 or 40 per 
cent of the whole sewer problem of 
the county. Both districts are 
working together in order to avoid 
duplication and to insure the co- 
ordination of their sewerage SyS- 
tems. 

“Portions of the Webster Groves 
istrict have lateral sewers, which 
will prove adequate for sanitary 
purposes when provided with 
proper trunk lines and outlets. 
These sewers have all’ been care- 
fully checked by engineers and are 
to be made a part of the sewer plan 
of this district. The sanitary 


sewers provided in the plans will 
be large enough to care for roof 
water drainage, because this has 
been demonstrated to be the most 
economical to the property owners 
in the long run. Such storm water 
sewers as are necessary to care for 
acute conditions will be provided, 
but owing to cost, a complete storm 
water system is not contemplated 
at present. Extensions to the storm 
water sewers can be made as re- 


quirements demand without dupli-

_holes. It is proposed to construct 
outlets, draining directly into the 
Mississippi River. This is the only 
one of the districts where the 
engineers are designing a complete 
sanitary and storm water system. 
The plans contemplate the exten- 
sion of the district to take in ad- 
ditional territory as it develops, 
“Overland Conditions Deplorable.” 
“The Overland district is a fairly 
well deveoped territory, but, due 
largely to the fact that Overland 
itself is an unincorporated city, 
nothing has. been done toward sys- 
tematizing sewage disposal. Con- 
ditions are deplorable. The dis- 
trict now has nothing but a few 
private lines, and for the most part 
the raw sewage drains into the 
most convenient ditches. In con- 
sidering the Overland district prob- 
lem, the engineers at first started 
to work out a combined storm and 
sanitary system, but they had not 
progressed far until it was dis- 
covered that such a system would 
not be advisable or practicable at 
this time. The plan proposed is a 
sanitary system. Storm water 
sewers are to be built where neces- 
sary, independent of the sanitary 
sewers, and extensions are contem- 
plated as the requirements and de- 
velopment of the district may just- 
ify them. This is one district which 
will require sewage treatment. 
Plans are to construct a sewage 
treatment plant approximately one 
mile west of the district. The out- 
let for the district will be through 
Cold Water Creek, which runs 
northwest, draining into the Mis- 
'souri River.” 
Commerce Chamber Comment.

ROOKIES AT BARRACKS 


Not One Citizen Soldier Faints 
in Second Regimental 
Review. 


Civilian soldiers at Jefferson 
Barracks withstood the rigors of 
regimental parade this morning, 


after 10. days in camp, without 
casualties. On the occasion of the 
first regimental parade, last Sat- 
urday, 22 rookies fainted or, in 
barracks lingo, “flopped over.” 

Marching is not considered dif- 
ficult. It is the standing at at- 
tention for 10, 15 or 20 minutes, 
which causes dizziness and faint- 
ing. 

Correct posture, say army vet- 
erans, makes it possible to stand 
at attention for a half hour or 
more, without undue strain. The 22 
casualties were attributed to im- 
proper posture. The absence of 
“floppers” today, in the opinion 
of drill-masters, was a testimonial 
to rookie improvment. 

Col. Robert L. Floyd of the 
344th (Reserve) Infantry of II- 
linois, formally took over his 
duties as regimental commander 
of the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camp yesterday. Col. Floyd, 
a Chicago attorney, relieved Col. 
Cc. W. Weeks, regular army offi- 
cer, commanding the military unit 
at the University of Illinois, and 
acting commander of the Fifty- 
second (Reserve) Infantry. 

Col. Floyd and Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Estes, commander of Jeffer- 
son Barracks and of the training 
camp, reviewed the marching ca- 
dets.

In the past we often have heard 
the complaint, especially in bad 
years, that one or two of the pres- 
ent big league cities might be 
dropped or that the major league 
could be enlarged to advantage. 


When that idea bobs up again 
in the future the powers that we. 
could well afford to consider the 
California cities and Cuba, Imagine, 
if you will, what a wonderful 
schedule that would make and 
what diversity of interest we would 
have. To further whet the imag- 
ination just try and think of a 
world’s series between New York 
and Los Angzles, for example. 

Of course, baseball leagues ~re 
usually organized on a basis of 
population and transportation. 
Travel Important Question. 
As cities throughout the United 
States grew in size the question 
of travel really became more im- 
portant than population. There 
were several cities with enough 
people to support a major league 
team “ut they couldn't be reached 
in time to play the games in reg- 
ular order. In other words the 
railway jumps were so long as to 
be out of the question. 


‘Right now, Eastern fans may be 
interested to know, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Havana all have 
big league baseball plants. When- 
ever there is more talk of mov- 
ing franchises this is an idea well 
worth considering. 

The whole thing, of course, 
would depend upon the success of 
the airplane travel. There is no 
reason, however, why that 
shouldn’t develop just as rapidly 


New York to St. Louis on the fast- 
est trains. We usually figure the 
jump at 26 hours. In other words 
a ball club could play in Los An- 
geles one day and jump to 8t.

Once the season gets under way in 
April’ there are rarely any post- 
ponements of games in California 
or in Cuba. 
I realize that many people may 
consider this idea rather fantastic- 
al, but I can easily remember 
when many people regarded the 
automobile merely as a new fad 
and usd to yell “get a horse!” 
There were people who laughed 
at the possibility of automobiles 
and actually spurned their use who 
later went into debt to buy one. 
Just the other day I saw a white- 
haired old lady of at least 70 years 
calmly driving a high-powered 
motor car through one of the 
parks, ‘ 
Of course, it will take time for 
this idea of enlarged major leagues 
to spread just as time will be re- 
quired for airplane travel to de- 
velop. I believe, though that base- 
ball will keep pace with the times. 
It always has.

Col. E. R. Bradley, whose Blue 
Larkspur romped away with the 
$60,000 classic at Arlington last 
Saturday, hopes to take down first 
money in the handicap with the 4- 
year-old Buddy Bauer, winner of 
many rich races. Other stars en- 
tered are: Montanaro, Sun Edwin, 
Republic, Sir Harry, Bobashela, 
Sun Fire and Dowagiac. 

Crack Field Entered. 

The field in the handicap is one 
of the best ever offered racing fans 
around Chicago. The weights have 
been allotted well and a close race 
is anticipated between the aces of 
the Eastern contingent and the best 
horses the West could muster. Os- 
mand, Sun Edwin, Sun Beau and 
Display will carry the East's hopes, 
while Misstep, Dowagiac, 
and Buddy Bauer represent 
West.

HEAD VISITS SCHOO 


Charles H. Garrison Confers 
With Trustees— To Use 
Old Building This Year. 


Charles H. Garrison, new head 
of Mary Institute, Washington 
University’s day preparatory school 
for girls, was in St. Louis today 
for a series of conferences with 
Dr. George R. Throop, university 
chancellor; the committee for the 
Mary Institute Board of Trustees; 
and Mrs. Newton R. Wilson, 4 
Brentmoor Park, the donor of the 
new $500,000 building for the 
school. 

Garrison, whose home is New 
York, was graduated as a bachelor 
of arts from’ Wesleyan University, 
at Middletown, Conn., in 1904, and 
did graduate work in English and 
education at Columbia University. 
He was for twenty years associated 
with the Montclair Academy for 
Boys, at Montclair, N. J., and left 
the headmastership of, that school, 
five years ago, to act in the same 
capacity at the Staten Island Aca- 
demy for Boys and Girls, a day 
preparatory school at New 
Brighton, Staten Island. 

He succeeds Henry F. Twitchell, 
who resigned last June after moot 
issues in administration had arisen 
with the board of trustees. 

The new principal of the city’s 
oldest preparatory school for girls 
announced there would be no 
marked changes in the school’s ad- 
ministrative policy. A few changes 
-he said, had been made in the 
faculty, but the replacements are 
no more numerous than in nor- 
mal years. He said the _ school 
would open in the old buildings, at 
Lake and Waterman avenues, the 
last Thursday in September. The 
hope that the scholastic year might 
be begun in the new buildings, at 
Ladue and Warson roads, St. Louis 
County, he said, could not be 
realized.

Garrison said that as soon as the 
new buildings had been completed, 
possibly by the first of the year, 
the school would be removed from 
its old site. 

Garrison, an expert in school 
construction, as well as an admin- 
istrator, has lately conferred with 
the architects on the new buildings. 
Following conferences here, the 
educator will go East to bring his 
wife and two children to St. 
Louis.

MacDonald Is Questioned

INDICATES BRITAIN

the House of Commons last night 
between Premier MacDonald and 
former Chancellor of Exchequer 
Winston Churchill. 

Instead of & gesture by Great 
Britain toward the United States 
to take the form of not laying 
down ships, which had been au- 
thorized by the Conservative Gov- 
ernment, it seems clear that the 
British move is to be taken only 
after negotiations are successfully 
completed, calling for a similar 
gesture by the United States, 
The subject in Commons was 
opened by the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, A. V. Alexander, making 
a routine reply to a Conservative 
member that he had nothing to say 
regarding the 1928 program of 
naval construction. Churchill 
asked whether “before any im- 
portant decision reversing the nav- 
al program is taken Parliament 
will be informed and have an op- 
portunity of expressing its opin- 
ion,” 

MacDonald Makes Reply. 
Tory cheers greeted this and 
MacDonald got up instead of Alex- 
ander, replying: 

“The Government will take just 
the ordinary powers of the Gov- 
ernment in that respect.” 
Churchill pressed for a fuller 
answer and MacDonald replied: 
“The Government will just ex- 
ercise its judgment with § full 
knowledge of its -esponsibility to 
the House, and beyond that it is 
not possible at the moment to go.” 
“Arerwe to understand,” Church- 
ill asked, “that a most grave and 
important decision of this kind is 
being withheld until Parliament 
reassembles after nearly’ three 
months?” 

“I think that Is a most unworthy 
suggestion,” retorted the Premier, 
amid Labor cheers. Some Labor 
members hooted Churchill and 
tried to shout him down as he 
continued: 

“Will the Right Honorable gen- 
tlemen endeavor to secure to the 
House facilities for ventilating this 
question before we separate for 
the long recess?” 

Britain Waiting for JU. 8. 
MacDonald, replying to this amid 
demonstrations on both sides of 
the House, made remarks which 
may be held to mean that a naval 
reduction here is dependent upon 
similar action In the United States. 
He said: 

“I have said over and over again 
that I am doing my very best to 
get negotiations to a point which 
will enable me to make an an- 
nouncement before the House-rises 
in a fortnight. But, as is known 
perfectly well, it isn't my opinion 
alone. 
“When one is dealing with Inter- 
national affairs one isn't only deal- 
ing with the cabinet or depart- 
ments, but with a very complicated 
set of circumstances. I am doing 
my best to expedite negotiations so 
that I hope to make an announce- 
ment before the House recesses. If 
it is impossible, I hope the House 
will not ask me to tie my hands.” 
Asked by Hore Belisha to make 
an announcement as soon as possi- 
ble, because it affects the liveli- 
hood of thousands in naval ports, 
MacDonald said that consideration 
is in the minds of the government 
leaders,

Commissioner Lohr’s report, discouraging as it is, 
largely goes over the ground covered by previous 
surveys.

The spHlway lands are bonded for 
drainage and levee systems. It would 
be to the point for the army engineers 
tu state how they propose to drain the 
spillway after the present system is 
destroyed by the setback levee. 

Again, most of the land in the spill- 
way is mortgaged. New mortgages could 
not be obtained as no one would make 
loans at a reasonable rate on lands sub- 
ject to such contingencies. 

I am trying to put before you the 
viewpoint of a landowner who does not 
wish to hold up the Government but 
who does not want to own land in the 
spillway. 

I am sure if the Government would 
offer a fair price most of the land could 
be bought at reasonable figures. Then 
if it becomes so desirable the Govern- 
ment could resell the land to future in- 
vestors. As I stated in a former com- 
munication the present plans of the War 
Department result in virtual confiscation.

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THE PRIVATE CAR ABUSE. 

After a lengthy investigation, the Interstate Com- 
|merce Commission has gone on record with the pro- 
nouncement that the hauling of private passenger 
cars by one railroad for another line free of charge 
or at less than regular rates is a violation of the 
| Interstate Commerce agt, and has ordered the prac- 
| tice stopped. This will work a sizable economy for 
| railroad lines, and relieve a burden that ultimately | 
| falls on the shippers and the traveling public, for | 
| the cost of moving these cars must be paid out of 
freight and passenger receipts.

International Paper Co. abandons its policy of building up a chain of dailies, ending 
audacious commercial and political scheme; assertion that purchase of publications 
was merely to obtain market for newsprint regarded by most editors as smoke 


PURPLE dream of a year ago faded 
A recentiy with announcement by the 

International Paper Co. that it was ar- 
ranging to sell its newspaper holdings now 
totaling $7,300,000, and including interests 
directly in seven newspapers and indirect- 
ly in two others. Thus draws to a close 
one of the most audacious and ambitious 
commercial schemes ever evolved around 
the American press—a scheme which a 
year ago was practically withott Hmit in 
its proposed undertakings.

Confirmation of rumors which have been 
current since the Federal Trade Commis- 
Sion’s investigation of International’s ~ fi- 
nancing of newspapers was given to reports 
on the eve of the departure for Europe of 
Archibald R. Graustein, president of the 
company, and the genius of the plan. Neil 
C. Head, assistant to Mr. Graustein, stated 
that the International had decided to dis- 
pose of its newspaper holdings prior to the 
Federal investigation, that the acquisition 
of newspapers was a step in the newsprint 
Stabilization that was rapidly approaching 
and the next step was to dispose of the 
newspapers. 

This strategy, reminiscent of that King of 
France who marched his army up the hill, 
then marched it down again, may have 
been in the minds of the International of- 
ficials from the beginning, but the testi- 
mony of publishers who received their fi- 
nancial aid, and of Mr. Graustein himself. 
before the Federal Trade Commission, gives 
no indication thereof. No testimony was 
adduced by any of the publishers that they 
regarded the Internationa] Paper Co.’s pur- 
chase of their securities as a temporary ex- 
pedient. Mr, Graustein and his associates 
gave the impression in their testimony that 
their purchase of newspaper interests was 
for the purpose of guaranteeing over a 
term of years a certain market for their 
newsprint production, the total of which {s 
by far the largest single unit of newsprint 
On the American market. The contracts for 
newsprint supply which were a part of 
each agreement with publishers availing 
themselves of International's finance will 
remain in force, Mr. Head informed the re- 
porters, 


Last summer the desperate nature of the 
paper market was patent. Throughout the 
fall and early winter “What can be done 
about it?” conferences were held. 

International Paper Co. officials, con- 
trolling the largest tonnage, did not con- 
tribute greatly to the settlement ©f the dif- 
ficulties, it was reported from the closely 
guarded secret meetings of last winter. Mr. 
Graustein and his colleagues were working 
out their own Situation tn their own way, 
and though operations for 1928 showed a 
heavy deficit, their plans appeared to guar- 
antee a better future. 


First, Internationa] Paper Co. no longer 
stood alone in its corporate family. The 
old New England mills could no longer pro- 
duce newsprint profitably. but their power 
sites were as good as the day the first 
white man saw them and New England 
needed power. The old International mills 
were turned from paper to power, and Mr. 
Graustein and his associates began the pur-

chase of steam power plants serving numer- 
ous New England manufacturing towns. 
Control was obtained of the New England 
Power Association, owner of many power 
plants, the strenuous nature of this strug- 
gle being hinted at in Mr. Graustein’s 
Washington testimony. 

Organization of the International Paper 
& Power Co., not incorporated, followed. To 
comply with the Massachusetts law regard- 
ing ownership of corporation stock by other 
corporations, the I. P. & P. Co. became the 
patriarch of the numerous subsidiaries or- 
ganized for various purposes; with the old 
International Paper Co, as the hub of the 
wheel. Power, however, was supplanting 
newsprint as’ the principal source of the 
company’s income and last year, Mr. Graus- 
tein testified, the paper factories supplied 
a@ relatively small proportion of the year’s 
total revenue.’ 

While the power side of the I. P. & P. 
was thus developing, the International pres- 
ident and his advisers were maturing their 
plan to guarantee stability for their paper 
sales by purchasing stock ownership in im- 
portant newspapers. No public announce- 
ment of their intentions was ever made, 
but a little less than a year ago, newspaper 
men began to hear and repeat rumors that 
International Power was ready to finance 
the purchase of any newspaper anywhere, 
regardless of the size of the paper or its 


cost.

The revelation by the sem!-annual own- 
ership statement of the Boston Herald and 
Traveller that the International had ac- 
quired a 50 per cent ownership of their 
common stock was the first disclosure of 
paper company ownership of one of the 
country’s great newspapers, and it was re- 
ceived with a sense of shock by _ editors 
throughout the land. Comment was gen- 
erally unfavorable, and may have influenced 
the International officers to their decision 
“in advance of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion hearings” to get out of a situation that 
promised to develop unpleasantly. 

The next explosion came with Mr. Grau- 
stein’s testimony early in May before the 
Trade Commission. With disarming frank- 
ness, the International president declared 
casually that while his right hand had been 
busy gathering in power plants, his left 
hand was no less busy assembling newspa- 
pers under the International's standard. 

He mentioned the newspapers already 
known to have had International finance— 
the Boston papers and the Bryan-Thomason 
Newspapers, Inc.—and added several names 
which came as an astounding revelation to 
the journalistic world. International mon- 
ey had helped the purchase, he said, by 
Frank E. Gannett of the Albany Knicker- 
bocker Press, Albany Evening News and 
Brooklyn Dally Eagle. . ,

What's more, 
gchopenhauer’s notoriously trou- 
pled liver seems to have prompted 
nim aright, if Science—that sacred 
cow of our age—may be accepted 
as an infallible judge. 
Dr. J. H. Jeans, who is secre- 
tary of the Royal Society and Re- 
gearch Associate of Mount Wilson 
Observatory, is a very great as- 
tronomer, and in his popular lec- 
tures on cosmogony here presented 
he has nothing very encouraging to 
sy to the human race. In the 
first place, according to his and 
his colleagues’ observations, there 
ig no evidence to support the fond 
belief that the universe is at all 
friendly to life. On the contrary, 
life seems to have blundered into 
an antagonistic cosmos, and is in- 
deed itself an accident that doesn’t 
matter in the least. Furthermore, 
the human race got here too late 
for the real cosmic show. “What 
we are Witnessing is less the rising 
of the curtain before the play than 
the burning out of the candle ends 
on an empty stage on which the 
frama is already over.” And it 
gems that we can’t even get our 
money back from the box office— 
use there isn’t any box office. 
You see, unfortunately the uni- 
yerse is running down like a clock 
that was wound up a long while 
ago—how, God only knows, and He 
nonexistent—and there’s nobody in 
sight to wind it up again. Even 
science, as yet, doesn’t know how 
to wind it up. Matter, you see, is 
constantly transforming itself into 
radiation; and when you stop to 
consider that, to begin with, matter

is nO more than a complexity of 
stresses in the universal ether 
(which, in turn, seems to be a sort 
of highly attenuated notPing at all) 
you can readily realize that radia- 
tion is bound to end in something 
less than nothing whatever—a 
minus zero. It’s going to be a com- 
plete fade-out, and then some! 

It’s a sorry outlook, but it seems 
that we need not take any immedi- 
ate action in the matter. In fact. 
there will be ample time for the 
consideration of the farm problem, 
prohibition, universal peace, the 
marriage question, etc., before we 
even appoint a commsision to look 
into our cosmic difficulties. As Dr. 
Jeans points out, though we human 
beings have been on the planet 
about 300,000 years, we are as yet 
only a baby just beginning to have 
its cross-eyed attention diverted 
from its bottle to the great world 
around its tiny cradle. “Taking a 
very gloomy view of the future of 
the human race,” says Dr. Jeans, 
“let us suppose that it can only 
expect to survive for 2000 million 
years longer, a period about equal 
to the past age of the earth. Then, 
regarded as being destined to live 
for three-score years and ten, hu- 
manity, although it has been born 
in a house 70 years old, is itself 
only three days old.” 

Maybe there’s a gleam of hope 
here. Since it is this three days 
Old baby, just beginning to look 
away from its bottle, that is pre- 
senting us with all this weighty 
knowlcdge about the cosmos, might 
not a layman (though admittedly 
pig-headed) be justified in asking 
just how much value should be at- 
tached to its gurglings and cooings, 
especially insofar as they may have 
a direct bearing upon the prevail- 
ing conception of human life and 
consequently upon conduct? 

The very idea of babyhood im- 
plies the possibility of manhood: 
and, assuming that the baby’s con- 
sciousness may develop somewhat 
during the next 2000 million years, 
isn’t it at least interesting to sus- 
pect that the present cocksure ob- 
session with quantitative concep- 
tions may one day prove to have 
been truly infantile? To what ex- 
tent is this baby of the highly self- 
congratulatory present merely 
fumbling with the exciting errors 
of its own psychglogical processes? 

Dr. Jeans himself, though stat- 
ing many scientific conceptions as 
definite facts, ends upon a doubt- 
ful note. ‘“‘And even the old ques-

And even if it’s all illusion, 
what's the matter with the idea of 
cultivating the sort of illusion that 
makes this adventure in conscious- 
ness seem gloriously worth while? 
For in a world of illusion, the 
dominant seeming is certainly the 
effective truth.

LET THE THILDREN 
ENTERTAIN FRIENDS 


Youngsters Love a Party Espe- 
cially if It Is Given Out 
of Doors. 


Most children love parties, and 
to entertain their friends usually 
means more pleasure than being 


entertained. 
Such affairs need not be elabo- 


rate. in fact if they are simple, and 
if the children themselves are al- 
lowed to help in the planning and 
preparation, they are generally 


more valuable from the standpoint 
of training in hospitality and so0- 
ciability. 

Of course for children a party 
means the refreshment and almost 
entirely, and this again should be | 
kept simple so as not to interfere 
with the regular schedule of meals | 
or upset digestions. | 
Some children can have as hap-| 
y a “part” with milk and cookies, 
served in the garden on a tray like | 
mother’s afternoon tea, as they| 
would get from a much more elab- | 
orately planned affair, but it all} 
depends on the child and what she | 
has been led to expect in the way} 
of entertaining. 

In these days of sophistication, 
there are some children who ex- 
pect a great deal! 

But to go back to our first idea, 
let the children entertain as often 
gs you can, and let them them- 
selves help. 

So far as games are concerned, 
an older person usually has to do 
the directing and see that things 
run smoothly, but there are lots of 
details that even quite small chil- 
dren can take hold of and that will 
give them a valuable sense of re- 
sponsibility. 

In the planning of the refresh- 
ments that are such an indispensa- 
ble part of a children’s gathering, 
keep in mind the fact that young- 
sters have keen appreciation of 
the attractiveness of food that is 
faintily prepared and served, and 
that time spent in fixing up or dec- 
Orating cookies and small cakes 
in cutting sandwiches into fancy 
shapes, and in planning unusual ef- 
fects in table decoration, is often 
spent to better advantage for chil- 
dren than for older folks. 

Have some sort of favors if the 
party is for a birthday or for a 
special holiday. Children always 
like to have something to take 
home, and there are many things 
that can be made or that can be 
bought at very small expense. 

For instance, animals made 
from various colored and sized 
gum drops will generally. bring 
forth shrieks of delight; lolly-pops 
dressed up like paper dolls are 
sure to please little girls, while 
brownies made of dried fruits and 
marshmallows and _ fastened to- 
gether with toothpicks will please 
the hearts as well as the palates 
of small boys. Paper caps and 
snappers are of course always ap- 
preciated. 

Animal crackers dipped in melt- 
ed chocolate, and then put togeth- 
er in pairs on small graham 
crackers or cookies add much to 
the decorative scheme. 

Plain animal crackers are also 
excellent to use to make a circus 
parade on a little boy's. birthday 
cake. They may very easily be 
placed upright in soft icing. 
Cookies cut in animal shapes; 
sandwiches cut, or shaped into half- 
inch strips and piled log cabin 
style, are also good for thesa af- 
fairs. 

The suggestions just referred to 
are best for those carefully planned 
Parties such as occur on hirthdays 
or holidays. 

It is, however, good to sllow 
children to informally’ entertain 
their friends quite often. Here 
again, however, a party atmosphere 
is always gotten by having some- 
thing to eat. Providing cocoa and 
crackers, milk shakes and a few 
plain cookies, occasionally plain} 
ice cream and sponge cake, or a 
dish of junket with fresh fruit 
and a few cookies does much to 
foster a sptrit of hospitality in the |

PURITAN 
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THE FARMER'S WIFE 
COOKED HEARTY FOOD: 


Those of Earlier Days Served 
Such Dishes as Those 
Noted Below. 


The farm will be the objective of 
many vacationists this summer. 
Good, wholesome, well-cooked food 


comes from the farmwife’s kitch- 
en, yet it is not as distinctive in 
type as was the cookery practiced 
by farmers’ wives and daughters of 
years past. 

Recipes for several dishes popu- 


lished to show how the home cooks 
of those days prepared the family 
food. 

Farmer’s Delight. 

Take some white bread dough, 
roll it out into a thin layer and 
Place on a large, flat pastry pan, 
pricking the bottom with a fork. 

Now, take some bacon, arrange 
the slices carefully so to cover.the 
whole surface of the paste and set 
in the moderate oven. 

Bake until the crust is cooked 
and the bacon nice and brown. 

When done, remove from the 
oven and cut into convenient size 
pieces.” Serve very hot. 

Bacon and Eggs. 
(Country style.) 

Fry two slices of bacon in a pan 
one-half done, drop in two eggs 
and let simmer on fire for one-half 
minute. Then put in oven for three 
minutes. Then it is ready to serve. 

New Peas (Country Style). 

Put in a kettle some butter, a 
‘few small onions, slices of bacon 
cut in pieces, and shredded lettuce. 

Let simmer for a few minutes, 
then add the freshly shelled peas, 
water to cover, season with salt 
and pepper and a little sugar. 
Cover tightly, let cook slowly for 
about an hour and serve. 

Sour Milk Biscuits. 

Sour milk biscuits call for two 
cups flour, three teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two'table- 
spoons shortening, one cup sour 
milk. 

Sift together dry ingredients; 
cut in shortening with two knives. 
Add sour milk and mix into a soft 
dough. Toss on to slightly floured 
board, roll out to one inch thick- 
ness, cut with biscuflt cutter and 
bake in a hot oven (450 degrees) 
15 minutes. 

Griddle Cakes. . 

One cup buttermilk, one-half 
cup sweet milk, one egg, one tea- 
spoon soda, one-half teaspoon aalt, 
one teaspoon melted butter, two 
tablespoons cornmeal and two cups 
flour. 

Mix buttermilk with sweet milk, 
well-beaten egg, soda, and salt. 
Add melted butter, cornmeal and 
sift in flour. Beat thoroughly. 
Drop by spoonsful on griddle which 
hasbeen greased with a bit of 
bacon fat. When full of bubbles 
and cooked on the edges turn on 
the other side. Delicious served 
with butter and maple syrup or 
jelly. ; 

Corn Bread or Muffins. 

Use one cup buttermilk, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, one egg, one- 
half teaspoon salt and one table- 
spoon butter. 

Mix soda and buttermilk, salt 
and cornmeal; blend together. Add 
egg and stir thoroughly. Com- 
bine melted butter. Cook in pans 
or rings that have been greased 
and are very hot when the batter 
is put in them. 

Country Style Gingerbread. 

Put two eggs in the mixing bowl 
and beat well. Add three-fourths 
cup sugar and continue beating 
mixture. When well blended add 
two-thirds cup butter and continue 
creaming the mixture. Add one 
cup of molasses, One cup butter- 
milk, one teaspoon soda, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half. tea- 
spoon ginger and one teaspoon 
salt. 

Use flour sufficient to make a 
very stiff dough. Put into baking 
pan and bake until well cooked. 
May be served either hot or cold. 

Baked Country Ham. 

Simmer the ham for two hours. 
Remove skin. Bake slowly for one 
hour, fat side up. Baste with one 
cup vinegar, one cup hot water, 
one teaspoon mustard. Rub fat 
with brown sugar. Dot with cloves. 
Bake one and one-half hours. 

Place six red apples, cored, 
around ham; bake until done. 

Apple and Cabbage Salad. 


Use three cups finely shredded 


cabbage to 1 cup chopped apple. 
Mix with sour cream dressing and 
serve on cabbage leaf.
